The long Repetition of this Hitorical

A 
Willingnefs that the Bankrupt fhould as 
once unfortunate for ever remain fo; but as 
I hope, the Gentleman, who fent me that 
Letter, has no fuch Principle, Ido not 


- make it a Charge on any, but fuch who 


make themfelves guilty. 

Fora Bankrupt, who being once ruin’d, 
but deliver’d by the Law to endeavour, by 
falling again into Trade, torecover his For- 
tune, and find Bread for his Family, I think, 
is a vatural Confequence of his former Cir- 
cun fiinces, and the only true and honeft 
Pretence that ever I peard made for the 
Adk— For to wnat Purpofe is he de- 
liver’d ? To beg, or ftarve, or fly his Coun- 
try ? the fe wecenone of tie Ends ofit ; the 
Occafien was to fet up again, to try again 
to build on the Foundation of old Experi- 
ence, and if poffible by new Induftry, new 
Meafures, new Helps, and new Succefs, 
retrieve the Shipwrack of their Fortunes. 

As to the Funds they begin upon, for 
there lies the Objection, Iknow, there are 


many who have Friends, who give or lend, 
or give Credit toa Man, when he is once 
got free, that would never fet their Hand 
to help him out; and this may be the Cale of

Yet I cannot but think, any Bankrupt 
will frankly inform them 3 and unlefs he fees
